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Madam  Chairman,  Mrs.  Hertzog,  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  seventh  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year  ending  31st  December  19 64. 

The  District  is  almost  entirely  devoted  to  agriculture,  the  town  acting  as 
a  centre  for  the  outlying  areas,  the  chief  of  these  being  Ramsey  St.  Mary's, 
Mereside,  Forty  Foot  and  the  Heights.  The  agricultural  land  consists  largely 
of  Fens,  which  were  reclaimed  several  hundred  years  ago.  It  is  extremely  flat 
and  is  drained  by  dykes,  there  being  several  pumping  stations  in  the  area 

The  mid-year  population  was  estimated  as  being  3770  a  gain  during  the  year 
of  forty  persons. 

There  were  124  live  births,  giving  a  crude  birth  rate  of  21.3  per  thousand 
population,  when  adjusted  the  rate  becomes  21.3  per  thousand,  which  is  well  above 
the  national  rate  of  18.4. 

Sixty  four  deaths  occurred  during  the  year,  giving  a  crude  rate  of  11.1 
per  thousand.  After  adjustment  this  becomesl2.2  per  thousand,  which  is  slightly 
above  the  national  rate  of  11.3. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  were  no  deaths  of  infants  under 
one  year  of  age  during  the  year  The  last  year  in  which  this  occurred  was  1945. 

I  regret  to  report  that  there  were  during  the  year  seven  deaths  due  to 
cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus.  This  is  the  highest  number  which  has  occurred 
during  the  past  fifteen  years,  since  records  were  kept  in  their  present  form. 

The  connection  between  cigarette  smoking  and  cancer  of  the  lung  has  now 
been  proved  beyond  all  doubt,  and  I  appeal  to  all  smokers  to  seriously  consider 
their  smoking  habits,  and  if  possible  to  break  the  habit  completely.  If  they 
can  not  do  this  it  is  safer  to  change  to  smoking  a  pipe 

There  was  a  severe  epidemic  of  Measles  in  June  and  July,  230  children  being 
affected.  Half  of  these  were  in  the  five  to  ten  year  group,  and  the  others 
were  nearly  all  younger  than  this 

Nine  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  occurred  during  the  year. 

Good  progress  was  again  made  in  the  vacation  and  demolition  of  unfit 
property,  twenty  four  unfit  cottages  being  vacated  during  the  year. 

The  scheme  to  sewer  the  outlying  villages  is  still  in  progress,  and  I  recommend 
that  this  should  now  be  pressed  forward  as  quickly  as  possible  as  it  is  most 
essential. 

Provision  must  also  be  made  for  the  group  of  Council  Houses  which  will  still 
be  outside  the  sewerage  area,  and  which  at  present  have  no  adequate  drainage  at  all.

In  September  the  council  appointed  a  Surveyor  who  is  also  a  qualified  meat 

inspector,  and  who  has  been  able  to  share  the  week-end  inspections 

In  concluding,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council,  and  their 
Officers  and  Staff  for  the  help  which  they  have  given  me  during  the  year.

Refuse  Collection  : 

Refuse  is  collected  by  direct  labour  and  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping 
at  Brick  Kilns  Farm.  The  Council  have  acquired  a  twelve  acre  site  for  future 
tipping  at  Ramsey  Heights.  The  land  is  the  site  of  a  disused  brickworks  and 
derelict  at  present  although  there  are  six  old  cottages  at  the  roadside  part  of 
the  site.  All  six  cottages  are  unfit  and  three  have  been  vacated  during  the  year. 

The  collection  service  is  carried  out  by  two  driver/loaders  and  one  loader 
using  a  fore  and  aft  Carrier  twelve  cu.  yards  machine  which  is  nearing  the  end  of 
its  economic  life.  There  is  one  tipman  employed  almost  full-time  at  Brick  Kilns 

Farm.

2  houses  for  bees  nests  and  1  house  disinfested  for  bugs  Three  mole  and  one 
rabbit  infestation  were  also  treated. 


General  : 

Due  to  the  increased  throughput  at  the  slaughterhouse  and  the  more  detailed 
inspection  procedure  carried  out  less  time  has  been  available  for  routine  inspect¬ 
ions  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  Factories  Acts  and  Shops  Acts 

Week-end  moat  inspection  is  very  tying  especially  to  small  authorities  where 
only  one  or  two  inspectors  are  employed.
